tion, tariff, trusts ^and-. imperialism. 
Many things about these questions that 
have seemed blind to the average man 
were explained away', and put before 
him in big letters. 
His audience was 


a little slow about warming up, but 
after he once started he had no trou-; 
ble in bringing frequent-applause. 


Gave Great Satisfaction. 


Governor Shaw's speech of last eve- 


ning gave universal satisfaction. 
It 


is the verdict of all who attended the 
meeting that it is one of the best poli- 
tical speeches ever delivered in this 
city. 
Any man that did not take ad-

•perialism. 
And what is involved in 


'the money question? 
We'listened to 


.academic discussions four years ago,' 
not until we were tired, but the remem- 
berance of them makes us tired. 


"After imperialism has fade:] away 


—and that time will soon arrive—after 


. the issues growing out of the war with 


Spain have been satisfactorily solved, 
after trusts have had their day and 
have fallen to pieces of their '-own 
weight and because they violate the 
inexorable laws of"f competition,, our 
prosperity will still 'depend upon sound 
financial and economic legislation and 
upon1 conservative administration'. 


: Trusts Are Vicous. 
- 


. "It wi}l be impossible to make the 
trust problem an issue in this cam- 
paign. 
All parties agree that trusts 


are vicious, and all parties unite in de- 
nunciation of them; but- only the re- 
publican party seeks a re'medy. 
In 


1890, the republican party enacted the 
Sherman law, which rendered these 
combinations illegal and the partici- 
pants criminal.. 
During the 
four 


years of Mr. Cleveland's .administra- 
tion every United States district at- 
torney was a democrat; but if any ol 
them ever brought suit to disolve a 
trust, or punish t%e promoter of one, 
the incident has been kept unnecessar- 
ily from the public. 


What'is Imperialism? 


•'I do not know whether anti-imper^ 


ialsim so-called has aroused any in- 
terest in this country or not. 
In my 


state we fought that issue out last year 
and won it hands down. 'The republi- 
can majority was four times as .large 
as two years before. Do you know what 
Imperialism is? 
I do not. 
I have 


watched the press pretty carefully; 
read speeches; looked up the defini- 
tions of the word; and listened to dem- 
ocratic agitators by the hour and I 
confess that I cannot get much light or 
satisfaction out of it. 


Our Title to the Philippines, 


"AH question as to our right to ac- 


quire the Philippines, and our title to 


them when acquired, were merged in 
the ratification of the 
treaty. • Cer- 


tainly no one believing we were want- 
ing in constitutional authority to ac- 
quire the islands would have urged 
the ratification of the treaty. 
Hav- 


ing ratified the treaty, having acquired 
ihe islands, naving assumed sovereign- 
ty over them, no patriotic citizen of the 
United States will call in question our 
title. 


"That this is a nation has be-~n fully 


settled. 
Being a nation it lias all 


the rights, privileges, powers, find per- 
ogatives of a nation; and that if any 
man^believes anything else, or that 
we are any .'rss a nation 'than any 
country whose Hag commands respect, 
he is welcome to believe anti-imperial- 
ism the paramount issue of the cam- 
paign, and to vote for the democratic 
nomineee. 
The only question left 


open is the determination of the na- 
tion's present and future policy. 


New Party Alignment. 


"In all seriousness, and as a. loyal 


American citizen rather than as a par- 
tisan, let rne urge, that 'in the new 
alignment of parties inaugurated in 
1896, and perhaps not yet perfected, 
every thinking man who can hold his 
conduct in obedience to his 
better 


judgment, who loves his country more 
than he loves his' party traditions, 
unite his political fortunes with the 
party charged with the responsibility 
of solving these questions, admittedly 
momentous and far-reaching in 
in- 


fluence, an din November next cast 
his vote for that hero of heroes, that
